GOMPERS WON’T 
TALK CURRENT 

LABOR AFFAIRS

Says He Has Not Had Time to 
Familiarize Himself When 
Abroad

| NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—Declining 
to discuss current labor problems in 
detail on the ground that he had not 
time to familiarize himself with them 
during his at ce abroad, Samuel 
Gompers, president of the A.F. of L., 
who arrived here from France on the 
transport George Washington today, 
said that he wished to make it plain 
|that he “did not come home to in- 
terfere with the program of labor, 
but to help my fellow laborers.” 

Mr. Gompers, who has been attend- 
ing the sessions of the International 
Trades Union congress at Amsterdam, 


declared that “The mployrs of labor 
hav not yet learned that the time ts 
past when they are the complete 


|monarchs of all they survey.” 
‘ertainly,” he added, “men and 
women who owork must have a voice 
in determining conditions under which 
they shall give their labor.” 
| Tonight Mr. Gompers issued a pre- 
| pared statement on the “Progress of 
jlabor’ of the international trades 
union congress convention in which 
he said that congress “for the first 
time approximates the democratic 
conception of genuine international- 
iism."’ 

“The new

something more than a mere frame 
work,”’ Mr. Gompers said “It has 
already taken a firm and unmistak- 
able attitude on what is perhaps the 


gravest problem of this critical hour 

“Is organized labor to be inveigled 
into the revolutionary movements that 
have been showing their heads in 
every country in Europe as a result 
of the war?” 

Defeat of Bolshevism 

Alluding to the overwhelming de- 
feat by the congress of a resolution 
calling for oreanized labor's support 
of soviet revolutions Mr Gompers 
continued, 

“The defeat of this proposition 
means the definite and final repudia- 
tlon by the organized labor of Europe 
and America, not only of Bolshevisré, 
but of the whole effort to involve 
labor unions in international revolu- 
tionary movements of any kind, It is 
true that the majority of the dele- 
gates profess more or less socialistic 
doctrines, but they have finally and 
definitely repudiated the persistent 
and ceaseless efforts of the socilist 
parties to utilize the unions for a 
revolutionary cataclysm.” 
| Mr. Gompers characterized the re- 
cem socialist proposal for an “inter- 
national and revolutionary strike” 
throughout Europe and America 
| July as “‘near-bolshevism"” and ex- 
| pressed his satisfaction that the labor 
junions in every country of Europe 
{turned it down, with the partial ex- 
ception of Italy. “‘This proposed gen- 
eral strike,” he declared, “ was the 
last hope of the pro-bolsheviki and 
other revolutionists in western Eur- 
ope and proved an absolute fizzle.”

caught. By that they mean that a 
really poor base runner never takes 
the chances that will enable the op- 
posing team to catch him, while the 
good base runner, through daring, 
often will find himself in traps from 
which only-skill, speed and fast think- 
ine will extricate him, 

The runner caught between bases 
should not, at first, attempt to escape 
through speed. He should remember 
that, if he alone is on base, his object 
is to advance if possible and his 
jockeying should be toward the next 
ase. When first.caught he should 
assume a position facing toward the 
plate, standing eideways in the Line, 
but ready to swing into a sprinting 
position in either direction py th; 
lurch of his body. 

This swinging start is an achieve- 
ment in itself and quite different from 
the sprinter’s start, For instance, if
